KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 1.—St. Louis’ 
necessity is Kansas City’s opportunity, 
and acting upon the knowledge that St. 
Louis is confronted by a problem in the 
preparation of the city for the reception of 
World's Fair visitors, a movement has been 
started here to secure a constitutional con- 
vention. 

Kansas City desires changes in its funda- 
mental law which can best be obtained by 
the adoption of a new constitution, and 


she offers to make common cause with St. 
Louis to that end. 

Whether her offer is accepted by St. Louis 
or not, Kansas City presents many lessons 
in public improvement, which St. Louis 
may study with profit, in this emergency, 
when some method must be devised for the 
improvement of the city. 

Kansas City operates under a charter 
which was originally adopted in 1889, but 
which was amended several times, the last 
time in 1895. Under this charter it has made 
probably the most remarkable progress in 
public works to be found in the record of 
any city in the country. Kansas City peo- 
ple admit there are defects in their-charter, 
hence a desire for a constitutional conven- 
tion, but these defects are not in the pro- 
visions having to do directly with public 
work, 

Under the charter, all the money required 
for public work, and by that is 
streets, alleys, boulevards, parks and sew- 
ers, except public sewers, is raised by spe-

More remarkable still is the record of the 
city in the making of beautiful parks and 
boulevards. The present park and boule- 
vard system of Kansas City was begun in 
1896, and although it is not complete, an im- 
mense amount of work has been done, and 
the plan is on such comprehensive lines as 
to excite the admiration of all experts who 
have inspected it. 

The present plan is the result of careful 
study and a long contest in the courts. 
Two amendments to the charter were nul- 
lified in the courts.

EARLY INDIANS HAD PART OF IT 


The Huge Stone Monster Was Wor-| 


shipped by Them and Feared as 
a Bad Spirit.

WATERTOWN, N..Y., 
Cutters in the Chaumont 
made a scientific find. 
block of limestone workmen discovered that 
it contained a heart center of 
harder substance than the outer crust, and 


they hacked away the outside, revealing a | 


perfect imitation of the tail of a huge rep- 
tile in stone. 

Local historians connect this fossil 
the ‘‘stone snake’ of the eariy Indians of 
the district. 

The fossil just found is three and a half 
feet long, five inches in diameter at the 

’ Jarger end and about two at the smaller. 
Its surface is marked with scales as large 
as those of an alligator and similar in 
shape. 

The Indians who inhabited the region at 
the time the first white men arrived had 
among their treasures an immense stone 
image of a snake. They lived in constant 
fear of it, and attributed all their bad luck 
to it. Its body had been broken off just be- 
low the second pair of flippers or legs and 
what remained was 6 feet long and about 
i2 inches in diameter. 4

man, who was known among the whites as | 


“@ld Sawba.”’ Old Sawba said it had been 
found a few years before the arriyal of the 
whites in the Chaumont ledge.

PARDONED BI GOV. M’MILLIN 
THANKSGIVING. 


HIS WAS A NATIONAL CASE 


“After Escaping Years Ago He Re- 
formed, But Was Betrayed by a 
Friend and Rearrested. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. ‘1.—Edward 
Cole, colored, sent up from Shelby County 
in May, 1892, to Serve 30 years in the Ten- 
nessee Penitentiary for burglary, was 
granted a pardon Thanksgiving day. 

This is a case of national reputation, as 
the cause of Convict Cole has been dis- 


cussed widely in the press, pulpit and at 
numerous mass meetings held in different | 
citles. The case has a remarkable and ro-™” 
mantic history; and a pardon by Gov. Mc- 
Millin was petitioned for by hundreds of 
citizens and officials in the United States, 
including nine governors. The petitions will 
fill a bushel basket. 

Cole was arrested at Memphis, charged 
with housebreaking and larceny, and, when 
arraigned, stoutly denied his guilt. An ac- 
complice made a confession. implicating 
Cole, and it was upon this testimony he 
was convicted and sentenced. The negro 
ent ed the penitentiary and was sent to 
Coal Creek, but esqaped from the burning 
stockade when the buildings were fired by 
the free coal miners during the Coa) Creek 
war. % 

After his relense Cole went to St. Louis 
and entered the employ of Galus Paddock, 
an iron magnate, as coachman., He re-

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Pullman Car Co. as a porter: He married a 
second time and three children were born. 
The man reformed after his escape, joining 
a church.and living an upright, honest life. 
At Chicago he told his story to a supposed 
friend, who betrayed him to secure the $25 
Standing state reward for the apprehension 
of escaped convicts. Cole-was arrested by 
the Chicago police after coming in on his 
run he had held for five years. 

The fact of Cole’s reformation was ex- 
ploited in the press, and many hundred 
Sympathetic officials. clergymen and citi- 
zens became interested in his cause. Among 
the number were Mayor Carter Harrison of 
Chicago and ex-Gov. Altgeld of Illinois. 
Mass meetings were held at Chicago and 
petitions freely signed asking Tennessee's 
chief executive to pardon Cole. The move 
on behalf of the convict spread all over the 
United States.

The whole matter i!s still involved in great 
uncertainty, so that it is tmpossible to pro- 
dict what form the final agreement “will 
take.”’

“There cannot be a question of execution 
of Prince Tuan or Gen. Tung Fuh Siang, 
who are still, de facto, in control of the 
Sours. They both keep the Emperor and 

ges virtually prisoners. The court is 
oo le to go to Pekin even if inclined to do 
so. Besides, the long journey from Sian 
Fu to Pekin, now that the snow is on the 
eee is almost impossible with the ve- 
icles in use in those primitive districts. 
Starving out the court is not feasible. The 
allies will be unable to carry out such a 
measure. However, even if it was possible, 
the province es would rise in a body ‘for the 
court's defense. 

“The worst feature is that the court has 
lost confidence in Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching, Who have demonstrated their 
impotence to deal properly with the in- 
vading powers.

No private interest has yet effected lodg- 
ment. But should such an attempt be successful and the 
water works turned over to a private corporation a new cen- 
ter of corruption would be established from which more job- 
bery and municipal debauchery would surely proceed. The 
lesson is plain.

Saving Babies’ Lives. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial on Nathan Strauss’ prac- 
tical philanthropy in improving part of the 
milk supply in New York City and thereby 
materially reducing the death rate of in- 
fants, suggests the simple means by which 
the lives of human beings may be saved. 

The writer, for instance, as dairy chemist 
to Detroit board of health in 1894, main- 
tained a comparatively vigorous inspection 
of the milk supply, paying particular atten- 
tion to cleanliness, proper cooling and han- 
dling of the milk. The normal number of 
deaths of children under 5 years of age in 
Detroit was then from 1900 to 2000 a year. 
In 1893 it was slightly in excess of 2000. But 
in 1894, in spite of a smallpox epidemic, 
coupled with diphtheria, the number of 
deaths sank to 1606—a net gain of 400 babies 
and the prolongation of the happiness of 
400 mothers. What the result may be the 
more ideal the milk supply becomes can be 
safely guessed. L. H.

“We have nothing tn view,” said Gen, 
Pearson, who acted as a sort of spokesman 


for the party. 

The general is the only one whose pictur- 
esque costume attracted attention. He wore 
a riding suit of brown Dutch cloth—tight- 
fitting breeched and Norfolk jacket, @ broad 
brimmed soft hat and tan colored riding 
boots, the tops coming to within three inch- 
es of his knees. He also carried a riding 
whip, the same whip he often used in South 
Africa, though the clothes he wore were 
made in Amsterdam. 

“No, we have nothing in view, except to 
look for a home,” he said. ‘“‘We came here 
solely on a tour of observation, to see if we 
are welcome here. If so, possibly we may 
bring our families here, provided they are 
= alive when we get ready to send for 
them. 

“In a few days after we have gotten a 
little rest, we shall go to Washington and 
see Mr. Montague White, our consul there, 
and if, after consultation, we deem it ad- 
visable we may make arrangements to bring 
President Kruger here.”’ 

“Of course I am thinking of my family 
above all. They are now in Barberton, but 
I do not know how they are faring. They 
are in the hands and at the tender mercy 
of the British, but I hope are being well 
treated. 

“Tf they are not—well, I wont say what 
I thought. I have seven children, the old- 
est a girl of fifteen and the youngest a boy 
of seventeen months. They are with their 
mother. T hone. I have not seen them since 
last February. 

“The Boers have absolutely no money to 
buy provisions and war supplies, but, as tt 
is hopeless to continue this war. we need 
no more munitions of war. We get all the 
provisions we want from the British—yes. 
we capture them,”’ and all the Boers 
smiled. 


Help Now 
Too Late. 

“There is absolutely no use for the for- 
eigners going down to South Africa now to 
help us. They cannot help us, and, be- 
sides, we also have an extraordinary way 


foreigners could not readily learn. We have 
no means of forcing war when the powers 
are not with us. We might as well go ahead 
bucking against a stone wall. 

“But one thing foreigners can and should 
do. The women of America and of Eng- 
land should protest against and stop the 


horrible treatment of our women and chil- 
dren by the British, We'know that our 
women are subjected to inhumanity. We 
have instances, witnessed by re atives of 
women who were permitted to become 
mothers in railroad trucks or in the open 
air and not accorded even the commonest 
care or protection."

It Expensive. 

Speaking of his acts, Gen. Pierson said: 
“T am satisfied that I did about £700,000 
worth of damage to the railroads and pro- 
visions, including some of our own proper- 
ty. before the British came up. y mis- 
sion was to go in advance of the British 
retreating and smashing things in general 
all the way from Barberton to Krokodile, 
and thence to the Portuguese frontiers, a 
distance of 75 miles, thus covering ihe re- 
treat of Gen. Botha’s command. 

“The latter had about 4000 men under 
him, while my force numbered but 4, but 
all oe and brave fellows, who were 
used to decoy the British.

Thence we made our way to Delagoa Bay, 
which we reached in two days. and sailed 
for Naples on October 2. We traveled 
through Europe, making the best time we 
could, and reached Brussels, I having 
just two shillings in my pocket. I had giv- 
en away my horse just

“I have every reason to believe that our 
petition will succeed,"’ said President 
Moore to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Al- 


ready 240 senators’ and congressmen are 


pledged to its support, while all the lead- 


ing railroad men of the country and the 
best citizens of every state indorse our 


plans, 
“You would hardly credit the statement, 


but it is a fact that the cartage of pro- 
duce and merchandise cost $250,000,000 more 
than their shipment by rail.

MISSOURI] CROP CONDITIONS 
Monthly Bulletin for November Shows 
Corn Damaged in Shock, but Newly 


Sown Wheat All Right. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 1—The Missouri 
section of the United States department of 
agriculture has issued this bulletin: 

November, 1900, was considerably milder 
than usual in the southern sections of the 
state, but in the central and norghern por- 
tions the temperature averagedVery near 
the normal. ‘he precipitation, nearly all 
of which during the latter half of the 
month, exceeded the usual amount over.a 
majority of the southern counties, but in 
the central and northern sections it was 
deficient. Over the extreme southeastern 
counties it was exceptionally heavy, rang- 
ing from 5 to over 8 inches. 

in gortions of the northeast, central and 
southwest sections and in nearly all coun- 
tiles of the northwest sections the latter 
half of. the month was too wet for corn 
gathering and that work has been grealy 
delayed, many correspondents reporting 
that frorm one-third to one-half of the crop 
is still in the fields, but in 
eastern and southern counties the condi- 
tions were more favorable and gathering is 
nearly complete. 
trol and western counties corn that was 
biown down and also in shock continued 
to rot to a greater or less extent. 

Cotton in the extreme southeastern coun- 
ties was damaged considerably ‘by the 
heavy rains during the latter part of the 
month and picking was delayed. ‘The 
greater part of the crop, however, has been 
picked. Although over most of the central 


and northern counties there was less pre- | 


cipitation than usual, there has been an 
abundance of moisture for wheat and 
grasses, excepting in a few of the eastern 
counties where the ground became quite 
“z during the fore part of the month.

Chicago Grain Review.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1—Now that maturing 
contracts of wheat have generally been ne- 
gotiated and the trade has secured a 
breathing spell from enforced liquidation, 
more attention will be paid to the sur- 
roundings of the market. 

It is now estimated that the Argentine 
exportable surplus on this crop will be 
about two-thirds of last year’s shipments 
with deterioration reducing this still more. 

While receipts at primary points in this 
country are somewhat in excess of this 


'time last season, the favorable weather for 
/'movement and price, especially in the north- 


west, constitute adequate reasons for these 
arrivals. 

At the same time the visible supply be- 
gins to show tnroads made upon it and 
will likely increasé Monday. It is evident 
that the Southwest is being largely drawn 
from to make up the shortage in milling 
wheat in the northwestern country. 

From the winter wheat section there aré 
reports of insect life, but the season is far 
too early to make this much of a feature. 

The speculative situation is a strong one, 
as longs are generally few, while shorts are 
numerous. But the volume of trade as yet 
is not sufficient to give the market any 
great momentum, although there are many 
operators, believers in high prices, who will 
take hold of wheat just as soon as the mar- 


ket gives indications of strengthening. 


Corn—The only menace to the corn mar- 
ket at the moment is the fear that Phil- 
lips may have a line of cash corn that he 
will be forced to sell, Hut this is hardly 
likely. The conduct of the deal just closed 
has been admirable, and has left the trade 
generally in better condition than expected. 

It is safe to say that practically no re- 
serve of old corn has been left back in the 
country, and with the government figures 
showing a consumption of corn equal to its 
estimate of last.year’s yield there will

FINANCE. IN LONDOR 


BANK OF ENGLAND SUPPLIES 
EASED THE MARKEET. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—Considerable money 
has changed hands in connection with the 
calls upon new issues of capital, amounting 
to £900,000, and the distribution of various 
dividends and interests, aggregating a mil- 
lion and a half. The accession of supplies 
from the Bank of England eased the mar- 
ket. Discounts sympathized, much less go- 
ing to the Bank of England. 

Business on the Stock Exchange today was 
quiet, but irregular. Copsois were dull. 
Home rails became dull, especially Scotch, 
Americans were tairly steauy; they opened 
at parity and there was a continued demand 
for \Chesapeakes. They closed easier. 
Grand Trunks were weak on the October 
revenue returns. Surveying the money po- 
Sition, the Statist says:

SPOT PRICES ALSO STRONGER

New York, Deo. 1.—While confidence in 
@& very small cotton crop has been shaken 
in some quarters, presumably due to the 
freer movement of the staple at the ports 
and at the interior towns, underlying senti- 
ment just now. is extremely conservative 
and the ranks of the bulls have received 
more additions than ever during the last 
week, 

In the South the consensus of opinion 
would Seem to be that the crop is very 
little larger than last year, and that ulti- 
mately prices must seek a considerably 
higher level..As a New Orleans correspond- 
ent puts it: 

“Setbacks in price are to be expected 
from time to time, but unless a good many 
experienced operators are entirely wrong 
in their diagnosis of the situation better 
prices must be expected, Receipts are in- 


view of the recent advance and the in- 
creased buying in the Interior.”’ 

The above statement may be found to 
have application in nearly every important 
cotton market im the country. ‘there can be 
no question but that the situation, in a bul- 
lish way, has undergone much improvement 
of laie. The spot conditions have not been 
as good in some time as at present. Mills 
are running on full time, with a fair mar-

While it cannot be said that there has 
been any revulsion of feeling at Liverpool, 
sentiment in that market has decidedly im- 
proved. The feverish conditions which 
revailed for some time in the English mar- 

et bid fair to be supplanted by. more 
normal conditions, while the beliefs ex- 


traders have been unusually bullish. The 
weekly statistics were encouraging to the 
bull side, showing, as they did, American 
sales of 52,000 in a total of 59,000 bales. The 
stock of dil kinds in the Liverpooi mar- 
ket is now 494,000 bales, of which the Amer- 
ican is 433,000. Stocks afloat of ali Kinds 
aggregate 307,000.

Killing 26 birds straight is a remarkable 
achievement under such conditions. It is 
no easy task to kiil that many straight 
When every thing is favorable. Anybody 
who ever went to the traps knows how ex- 
tremely difficult it ls to make a clean score 
when the day is dark and the back- 
ground is bad. Low outgoing birds 
are especially hard on such a day and it 
was that sort of a bird which predominat- 
ed yesterday.

Capt. Christ Winkelmeyer and a party 
of friends, including William Loeffel, Henry 
Putting, Joseph Genne and John Huegeler, 
returned last week from a two weeks’ 
hunting trip in Reynolds County, among 
the Ozark Mountains. The party met with 
extraordinary luck. They had one of the 
best equipped camps that ever went out of 
St. Louis and their outing was pleasant and 
agreeable from the time they left Union 
Station until their return. 

Maj. Charles G. Gonter, who had been 
located on Col. Mart Clardy’s stock farm 
for three weeks previous to the coming of 
the Winkelmeyer party, with his deer 
hounds, joined the camp and spent eight 
days with the party. 

The early part of the hunt was greatly 


interfered with by the warm weather, the 
temperature being of such a torrid nature 
that dead game of any kind would not re- 
main sweet for 24 hours. But when the 
coid wave struck their locality conditions 
materially changed. There were eight ped!- 
greed bird dogs connected with the camp 
and they maue the fields and valleys a 
ane of carnage among the coveys of 
quail. 

When the frost covered the earth in the 
mornings the time came to tie up the bird 
dogs and introduce the panting deer hou ds, 
who were eager for the fray.

MAYOR TO HAVE MORE POWER 


Heads of the City Departments Are to 
Be Members of the Board of 
Aldermen. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—The charter revis- 
ion committee appointed by the legislature 
to suggest such changes as may, to them, 
seem necessary in the charter of Greater 
New York, made their report public today. 
It is recommended that all limitations upon 
the powers of the local legislature be re- 
pealed, and that all powers of legislation 
and all powers of fixing salaries be taken 
from the administrative departments, This 


and building departments, 
It recommends that every head of de- 
partments shall have a seat in the board of 


-aldermen, also that a large and increased 


power of legislation be vested in the board 
of estimate and apportionment. It recom- 
mends the abolition of the municipal] coun- 
cil, and the retention of the board of alder- 
man which shall consist of a president, 
elected by the city at large, the presidents 
of the several boroughs and a member from 
each aldermanic district. 

The aldermanic districts are to be formed 
after the next legislative apportionment in- 
to two parts of 7 tome size. The president of 
the board of aldermen and presidents of 
the boroughs wiil have seats and votes 
both in the board of aldermen and the 
board of estimate and apportionment. 

The commission recommends that the 
powers of the mayor shall be enlarged, 
that his term be for four years, and that 
he be ineligible to election for the succeed- 
ing term. The —— = power to remove 
certain executive officers and to appoint of- 
ficers to hold without definite terms is ex- 
tended throughout his entire term instead 
of during the first six months of it.

BELLEVILLE WOMEN SYMPA-

Great interest is being taken in Belleville, 
especially by ladies, in the efforts of Mr.

But she did not know that the law of Iiil- 
ncis litera!ly severs ties of flesh and blood 
under those circumstances. When the child 
was turned over to the authorities at Belle- 
ville the mother as completely lost it as 
though it had lost its life, and so far as 
the iaw is concerned, she can never hope 
to again tdke her chi'd in her arms and 
call it her own: The law which applies to 
the case is as follows: 

Hereafter when any child in this state under the 
age of 1 year shal! be wilfully abandoned & its 
parents, and shall be taken and cared for by ‘any 
charitable institution in this state, incorporate!

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Yesterday was a bad day for the un- 
protected man who sought to roam through 
the corridors of the big St. Louis office 
buildings, or in the lobbies of hotels, unless 
he had a yellow disc of card board with a 
red cross in the center, promirently dis- 
played on his coat. 

This badge was the outward token that 
the wearer had contributed his mite to 
the Saturday and Sunday Hospital fund, 
which is collected in public places by the 
ladies of St. louis every year on the Sat- 
urday foHowing Thanksgiving Day. This 
collection! is supplemented on the Sunday 
following by offerings in the various 
churches of the city. 

The entire amount coliected is distributed 
among the hospitals of the city for the 
benefit of indigent patients. The Saturday 
collection this year was the largest in 
the seven or eight years that the Hos- 
ital Association ned been in existence. 
n the Equitable and @eptury buildings the 
receipts came so fast and large that about 
3 o'clock it was found that the jars in 
which the money and checks were stored 
were too full to hold any more, and others 
were substituted for them. | 

The ladies at the Century building proud- 
ly estimated their collections at at least 
three times as much as were faken in at 
that rendezvous last year. At the Equli- 
able building the same claim was made, 
and if was duplicated at the Chemical, the 
Security, the Union. Trust, the Lincoln 
Trust, and all the ,other modern office 
buildings. 

At the Chemical the ladies in charge did 
not recognize the possession of one badge 
as. a guarantee that the wearer had paid 
enough into the treasury to make him im- 


mune. 

“Two badges look so much nicer than 
one,” said the bright-eyed matron in 
charge, and the man she said it to usually 
came out of the building wearing an extra 
badge. 

It remained, however, for a trio of ‘“‘piay- 
er ladies’’ to break all records in the mat- 
ter of collections, to establish a precedent 
and do something in the -way of adminis- 
tering retributive justice. 

At the Imperial Theater Grayce Scott— 
Mrs. Giffen in private life—had charge of 
the collections. Assisting her were Miss 
Marguerite Cross and Miss Grace Estelle 
Clark, a’'so members of the Imperial Thea- 
ter Stock Company. Neither of them had 
2 part in last week's bill, and they were at 
liberty to devote all their time and talents 
to the congenial work of luring the elusive 
coin from the pockets of men in the inter- 
ests of sweet charity. 

Now the Imperial Theater matinees are 
patronized largely by ladies, and most of 
the ladies who go there are keen to know 
a real live actres®. Here was a chance for 
Miss Scott and her confederates to do a bit 
of work. 

They did it. Never a woman passed that 
theater door without being solicited to con- 
tribute to the hospital fund. And most of 
them responded generous y. When the per- 
formance was over nearly every woman in 
the house wore one of the yellow badges 
indicating that she had helped the cause 
along. 


One of the handsomest displays in the city } 


among the various office buildings, theaters 
and clubs was the one in the east corridor 
of the Wainwright building. An artistic 
canopy of large American flags was sus- 
pended in a niche opposite the main en- 
trances and elevators. Myriads of various 
colored incandescent lamps one foot apart 
were placed all around the canopy, backed 


up with two largé plate-glass mirrors, 
which were also decorated with the small 
lamps, with crepe paper shades, of red, 


white and blue. The reflected lights, inter- 
mingled with the soft glow of the lamps on 
the canopy. made qa most beautiful eect 
and ‘was the admiration of every visitor 
and tenant in the Wainwright building. 
Potted plants, roses, chrysanthemums sur- 
rounded the large oak table, whereon rested 
the contribution box. and few could resist 
the temptation to come within the beau- 
tiful circle of light and pleasant smiles of 
the ladies. and contribute their mite toward 
the worthy cause. Towards evening a flash- 
light ‘photograph was taken of the display. 
as a remembrance of its beauty.

A NEW FORM OF TRUST DEED 


Agents’ Reports. of Sales—Leading 
Transfers of the Week—Building 
Permits—Realty Notes. 


Notwithstanding the intervention of a 
holiday the volume of real estate business 
last week was fair. Good business 
in downtown property, as 
well as in residences. The demand is 
principally for dwellings, although there 
are some large deals pending for central 
business property which look favorable. It 
is expected that earnest money will be put 
up on one cash sale for more than a 


juarter of a million dollars this week, al- 
though it will require several weeks to com- 
plete the sale. 


Meeting the Third Amendment. 


Mr. John L. Grether of John Grether & 
Co, has prepared a form of trust deed, de- 
signed to meet the difficulties presented 
by the recently adopted third amendment, 
whicl: is receiving much favorable cons 4a- 
eration from real estate agents to whom it 
has been submitted. 

His object was to put a clause in the 
deed of trust which would not be contrary 
to the law, and which would yet cover 
all the points at issue and show for what 
purpose it was devised. 

Mr. Grether submitted to Judge George 
W. Lubke a clause embracing the ideas 
and carried out by making two sets of in- 
terest notes, one set being semi-annual 6 
per cent notes and one set annua! 2 per 
cent. notes. The latter bear no interest 
after maturity, and are allowed time 
enough of grace to make them payable 
about Dec. 20 or about ten days before a 
penalty attaches for non-payment of taxes. 
A clause follows in the deed of trust, mak- 
ing the mortgagor agree to pay the tuxes 
upon his interest fn the property, and an- 
other Clause prohibits the mortgage from 
paying the taxes asseseed to his interest in 
the property described in the deed of trust, 
prior to about Dec. %l, under penalty of 
the 2 per cent interest notes being declared 
void. But ‘the mortgagor is given the op- 
tion to pay the mortgagee’s taxes, in the 
name of the mortgagee and to his credit, 
and, upon presenting the tax receipts to the 
mortgagee, the 2 per cent interest note 
next falling due is cancelled 

Judge Lubke, after making some modifi- 
cations in the clause, stated that, in his 
opinion, this form comes as near to avoid- 
ing the difficulties raised by the third 
amendment as it is possible to do.

Rev. Braddin Hamil- 
ton Tells of the Un- 
happinesses of 
Foreign Alliances. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23; 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 


By Rev. BRADDIN HAMILTON. 


HD late Cornelius Vanderbilt said to 
me on one occasion: “I’m most de- 
cidedly opposed to foreign marriage 

alliances, I hope sincerely that none of my 
children will ever think of such@ step, 

‘There is so much risk associated with 
these foreign gentlemen with titles, and 
their sincerity is usually so doubtful that 
a girl is much moré likely to be happy 
with a man who has been one of her plty- 
mates in the days of her youth than to 
srend half her life Studying the character- 
istics of a foreigners” — 

“I feel very deeply,’’ Mr. Vanderbilt con- 
tinued, ‘‘on the subject of children's moral 
obligktion to their parents. The child prac- 
tically owes his or her all to the parents. 
So also do I feel that an individual or a 
family has a very deep moral obligation to 
the country that has made that individual 
or made that family. It seems to me that 
the people who arrange these foreign titled 
marriages, even if they are gratifying per- 
sonal ambition, are not treating their coun- 
try right.’’ 

To say that we worship Europe's nobility 
does not express the gitu@fion. We would 
be justified in admiring noble men or women 
anywhere, if they are noble in being; but 
what Americans seem to be after is the 
empty. title. We do not care much where 
it comes from or the character of the per- 
s0n who bears it—only, is it a title? 

For this the social habits of our idle and 
luxurious rich are not alone to blame. Our 
literature is full of title worship; our drama 

-ministers to it. 

To say that we admire titles because our 
European ancestors, with whom we are so 
Mosely allied itt blood, tongue and religion, 
admire them, would be a grave mistake. 
The title they admire must have a char- 
acter worthy of admiration behind it,. but 
the titles that we take up with, with few 
exceptions, are hated and despised just as 
much in Europe as they are by the sensible 
people of this country. ‘Those who bear 
them are the black sheep, the outcasts from 
respectability. They are the enemies. of 
Europe’s proud name, and are just as much 
a humiliation to their own relatives as they 
are later to the American families who fall 
into the title trap. 

Let us not imagine that we are, in any 
sense, at any time, complimenting Europe 
by giving a lovely, sweet girl and a million 
of good honest dollars to one of her de- 
epised profligates who has never done any- 
thing for his own country but disgrace it. 

Now, to look at the financial side of the 
subject, which is really its prime factor. 
We have here a most remarkable situation 
that presents itself to the American public. 
A good, honest, thrifty couple going along 
carefully and steadily, year in and year 
cut, too busy to educate themselves much, 
too busy to take much pleasure, too busy to 
harm anybody, too busy doing—what?

In 
any case the daughter is usually the direct 
sufferer. She wants to be called a ‘‘baron- 
ess’’ or “‘countess or some other ‘‘ess,’’ al- 
though in nine cases out of ten she will 
be obliged to wallow in the mire of Europe's 
historical degeneracy to secure it, and she 
is obliged to suffer. humiliation far beneath 
the dignity of an honest American mind to 
cunceiye of in order that she may retain 
it. 

She is taken away from her home in 
which she has all her life been surrounded 
by friends, boys and girls whom she under- 
stood and loved—taken away to a country 
she knows nothing of, where she is ob- 
liged to live within herself or associate 
with depravity.

SOLDAN stated some time ago 
S that educationally the world had 
made 50 years of progress in the last 

10 years. Certainly at no time before has 
| the rate of progress been so great. Some of 
' the 2causés are not far to seek. To begin 
( with, the educational world has awakened 
to a censciousness that its practices must 
be founded on reason. We have ceased to 
accept unguestioningly the pedagogical tra- 
ditions of our fathers, and have begun to 
examine critically into the value of the va- 
rious school branches. A generation ago 
the teacher conscientiously taught every 
topic that was printed in the te..tbook or 
arithmetic merely beeause she found it 
there. The publisher ad caused it to 
be printed because former publishers had 
made it a part of their textbeoks. No one 
guestioned why it had been chosen and so 
it came about, for example, that children 
in school were compelled to learn the rules 
of compound partnership for 200 years after 
compound partnership had ceased to exist 
in the business: world. Another illustration 
ig the blind devotion to oral spelling almost 
pathetic in its intensity. Spelling meant 
oral spelling @nd nothing else. The teacher 
of the olden time did not stop to ask the 
purpose of learning to spell,.did not stop 


a wholesome pleasure the trip had yielded 
them: 

So far we have spoken of advance in the 
schools through wiser selection of subject 
matter. There has been progress in method 
also.- The most noticeable progress, per- 
haps, is that in teaching beginners to read. 
Instead of teaching first the name of the 
letter or its sound and then leaving the 
child laboriously to combine these elements 
into a word, he is taught to réad sentences 
at once: These sentences are ‘written by 
the teacher at the board. By her skillful 
introduction of the words through objects 
and by their repetition in different sen- 
tences the child acquires a considerable 
vocabulary in script before he takes up the 
printed sentenee in the book. To the parent 
accustomed to the old-time learning of the 
alphabet before any word wag attempted 
the new method may seen: mysterious and 
doubtful. At the end of but a few weeks, 
however, good results are seen in the fact 
that what the child reads has a meaning 
for him, and as the year goes on he is seen 
to have the habit of closely associating 
thought with the printed form instead of 
resting satisfied with producing the sound 
only which the form suggests. 

Spelling is begun in the first quarter 
through written exercises. Oral spelling is 
not abolished, but it holds a less important 
place in the curriculum than written spell- 
ing does. 

The use of measures in arithmetic, linear, 
liquid and dry, formerly postponed to the

NOVEL scheme by which toy ships 
A may be sailed along a kite cord has 

been perfected by a genius who 
spends his Sunday mornings at the Con- 
course at Coney Island, N. Y., sailing min- 
lature ships high into the air. 

It is not uncommon for him*‘to send his 
little ships a thousand feet into the air, 
where they look like small specks in the 
sky. The beauty of the inventor's novel 
plan is that when the ships reach a given 
altitude they are released automatically, 
the sails drop and the little ships come 
rushing down the kite cord at an amazing 
clip. Then again the sails are readjusted, 
and the smali ships again resume their 
skyward sail.

drama, ‘‘L’ Aiglon.”’ 

Her carecr is crammed with 

' tions, anomalies, amazements. She had held 
through it all the distinct personality of 
Sarah Bernhardt, impetuous, willful, capri- 
cious, and yet all-conquering. From failure 
to triumph she has leaped dike an eagle, 
disarming adverse criticism, compelling 
cheers from those who caviled, sweeping 
through the stage world with the startling 
splendor of a chariot of fire, and with 
swords sticking from the hubs tq slash ev- 
eryone who dared stand in the way. 

Bernhardt has the dash and dazzle of a 
comet, but she has proved beyond perad- 
venture that she is a solid star. Yet it 
should net be taken for granted that she 
has been always the unchallenged queen 
of the stage. For a- dozen years she was re- 
ceived by the Parisian critics with doubt in 
some quarters and open derision in others, 
though there were some who discerned at 
the outset that this ebullition would blaze 
permanently. 

Emile Zola, for instance, the friend of 
Dreyfus, always has believed thoroughly in 
Bernhardt’s greatness. Francisque Sarcey 
Was won early, but later he departed from 
the ranks of her worshipers, only to‘re- 
turn and bow before her until the end. 

Sarah Bernhardt has been the subject of 
more blame and more praise than any other 
woman who has trodden the boards within 
two generations. 

But the world has come to rate Sarah 
superior to the common conventionalities of 
life, as one above the dead level of social 
existence, as a sort of moral immune. lt 
countenances. in her what it condemns in 
others, for she is a thing apart; she is 
Sarah Bernhardt. 

At 265 Rue St. Honore, in Paris, she was 
born. Of her mother she has much to Say, 
ef her father littie. 

“My mother,’ said Bernhardt to a lIit- 
erary .friend in one of her heroic conti- 
dences, “‘was a Dutch Jewess. She was 
fair, short and rourid, with a long body and 
short legs, but she had a pretty face and 
beautiful blue eyes. She spoke French bad- 
ly, and with a strong foreign decent. She 
had 14 children, among them two pairs of 
twins. I was the eleventh child.’’ 

The little Sarah was put out to nurse with 
@ concierge. She did not like it. One day 
she saw her mother passing by. She fell out 
of the window in her haste to reach her 
parent. She was taken home. 

In time her father insisted upon-her being 
baptized. ‘‘Thus, at the age of,12,’’ she says, 
“I became a Christian. 1 became very pious, 
I was seized with an extraordinary, pas- 
sionate adoration for the Virgin.’’ 

Her mother had little love for her, pre- 
ferring her sisters. She felt sa@ at being 
neglected. She’was sent to a convent, and 
there one day she organized her first re- 
bellion. Hearing that all the schools in 
France, except hers, had been given bon- 
bons on the occasion of the baptism of the 
prince imperial, she proposed to several 
other girls that they should run away. 

With three pieces of svap in a bag, 7 
francs 50 centimes in money and a tew 
clothes, the conspirators, led by the ingen- 
ious Sarah, escaped through a clever ruse of 
her contriving and started for the other 
end of the world. She was found and sent 
home in disgrace. This was Sarah's’ initial 
escapade that has come down to history. 

At another time when the Bishop of Ver- 
sailles was delivering a funeral oration in a 
cemetery adjoining the convent Wall, Sarah 
climbed to the top of the wall and began 
to gesticulate, shout and sing wildly. The 
bishop was nonplussed. Tift funeral was 
delayed. Great was the scandal. She was 
sent home again, her: mother scolded her, 
she was returned to the convent. 

A few days later the Bernhardt of later 
daysragain manifested itself. Having been 
Sentenced to three days’ solitary contine- 
ment for some offense, she Clim Dd to the 
top of a tall chestnut tree in the garden. 

They ferreted her out with a watchdog, 
and the animal sat down at the foot of the 
gree and barked. Na one in the convent 
dared try to climb the tree. Sarah refused 
to come ddoWn. She sat up there and made 
faces at the nuns. 

“I will die here!’ shrieked Sarah. 

The upshot was that she agreed to come 
down, and did so, after they had taken a 
solemn oath to remit her sentence of coy- 
Gnement.

One said she had thrown a live 
the fire. Another told that she 
soned two monkeys. Still another charged 
her with having cut off a dog's head. But 
for Sarah was 
so fond of animals that even then 
owned three cats, two greyhounds, a -bull- 
dog, a parrot, a terrier’ a leveret, a poodie, 
and several birds, Later she acquired some 
lions. 

About this time Bernhardt startied Paris 
by making several ascents in a balloon. 
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_ Gossips made much of this, and she wrvte 


@ letter tO & newspaper, in which she said; 
“It is excessively annoying not to be able 
to do anything without being used of 
eccentricity. 1 love balloon ascents, but now 
I dare not indulge in them. | have never 
skinned dogs or burnt cats alive. My hair 
is not dyed, and my face has a sufficiently 
corpse-like pallor to absolve me trom the 
suspicion of painting. 1 am told that my 
thinness is eccentric.”’

American tour under the direction of 
Messrs. Abbey and Grau. She toured the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, Brazil and 
Chill. In Brazil the average receipts were 
$3600 a night. Three performances at New 
York realized $25,200. Citizens of the Argen- 
tine Republic were so enthusiastic that they 
presented her with an estate of 13,000 acres. 

At Rio de Janeiro occurred the Noirmont 
scandal. An actress of that name, for some 
cause unexplained, slapped Bernhgrdt. The 
latter had her arrested, and later horse- 
Whipped her in public. 

After 13 months of 
returned to Europe, 
to her pin money.

agerie in the world. If he could clothe 
with flesh and breathe life into skeletons 
thousands of years old he could exhibit 
a collection of great animals in compari- 
son with which the best efforts of Bar- 
num and Hagenback would look like a 
sideshow. He could show a procession 
of great mastodons and long-haired mam- 
moths, which, walking ‘three abreast, 
would fill Olive street from walk to walk 
from Broadway out to Twelfth street— 
the big bulls of the herd standing 18 feet 
high and having power to pull down the 
great granite columns of the St. Louis 
Trust Co.’s new building. He could show 
a meyatherium, or sloth, so long it could 
fear upon its hind legs and look into the 
second story of the Post-Dispatch build- 
ing; a great bear beside which a modern 
grizzly would look like a cub; giant elk, 
déer, peccaries, oxen and a score of big 
and little beasts which no man ever saw 
in? life. 

Such is the wealth of the big bone de- 
posit at Kimmswick, Every paleontolo- 
gist has heard of Kimmswick, has heard 
experts declare it the richest deposit of 
its kind in the world, but who Beehler 


is. what he has, what he is doing and °* 


what he has done are things little known.

HE Kimmswick bones belong to C. 
W. Beehler, and he guards them 
with a jealous eye. The Smithso- 
man people, the Field Museum 
| proféssors and many another paleontolo- 
gist would like to get into the Kimms- 
wick hillside and dig out a part of its 
treasure, but Beehler will not have it. He 
will let them dig if they will Agree to give 
him what they find, and naturally they 
do little or no digging under those condi- 
tions. In the last year little work has been 
done at the hill. What has been done has 
shown the place to be even richer in 
bones than the first digging indicated. 
They are just every place, sticking out in 
‘such quantities that -Beehler has skele- 
tons enough located to fill a big museum. 
He has already taken out enough bones 
to make -one of the finest collections of 
the sort in the world, but the balance of 
the stuff remains in the hill. Beehler will 
dig it when he gets ready. Just now he 
busies himself with keeping it spotted. 
Museums and universit.es have sent ex- 
peditions all over the world after single

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skgictons and parts of skeletons of the 
mastodon and mammoth, Beehler has a 
train load of them in his hill. 

When Beehler began his work at the 
Kimmswick hill he knew very little on 
the subject of paleontology. He was just 
an enthusiastic amatéur. It takes a profes- 
sional to locate such bones as Beehler 
finds. Beehler is not a professional, but 


he adopted a unique method of obtaining . 
the same results. A horse died tn the > 


neighborhood. Beehler secured the car- 
cass and had it hauled to'the top of the 
hill above his bone mine. He covered 
the carcass with brush to protect it from 
carrién and dogs. When the flesh rotted 
away it left the skeleton intact. When

Beehler, the explorer of the place, 
I had heard and read’ a number of 


things of the place, but had never before seen it. It is certainly the 
greatest place of the kind thus far discovered any place in the world. It is 
seemingly the remains of the greatest menagerie the earth ever had—a 
menagerie in which were thousands of great animals of the tertiary period. 
There is a quarter mile of side hill in which one may dig any place and find 
the bones of some monster. The mastodon was suposed to have been rare. 
Beehler has thousands of them. Where the British Museum, the Smithso- 
nian, the Field Museum and others have been sendixg out expeditions to 
secure an isolated mastodon head, skeleton, tooth or tusk in different parts 
of the world, Beehler could dig out a carload in a week-——and good speci- 


mens. 


His bone hill completely paralyzes the generally-obtaining theory that 
the great mammals and marsupials were rare. He has mastodons, mam- 

moths, sloths, bears, elk, deer, peccaries, great beavers, unknown éattle— 
skeletons of all of them in this side hill. He refuses to sell a thing; says 
he wants St. Louis to have it and exhibit it at the World's Fair. 

If his hil can be dug over, the exhibit for the fair it will yield wiil be 
much the greatest of its kind in the world. The big museums have all sent 
men to. Beehler, but he refuses to let them take a single specimen away 
with them. He will let them dig, but they must turn their finds over to 
him. Naturally they do little digging. They are unable to make terms 
with Beehler. He will not even sell specimens or privilege to dig. He says 
he:has a thousand-year lease on the hill. It belongs to Fritz Miller, a 
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Beehler would find a bone he could not 
locate in animal anatomy he would climb 
up the hill and compare his find with 
the bones in his horse, and he generally 
found what he sought. It was his own 
original system of comparative anatomy. 

Beehler thinks he has a great fortune 
in his bones. Yet he sells nothing, and, 
so far as he will say, he has nothing for 
sale. He has great numbers of teeth and 
bones of scientific value, but he is not 
selling them, even for offers at their 
worth. Going over his things with a vis- 
itor and explaining each specimen, he 
always ends with saying : 

“I’m going to keep that, too.” 
* He has a little tapir bone, one of the 
first he found-at Kimmswick. From car- 
rying it in his vest pocket it has become 
as slick as a polished pecan. Beehler 
says money would not buy that. And it 
wouldn’t. He would not be a sincere sci- 
entist if it would. | 

In the rear yard at Beehler’s North 
Fourteenth street home there is a pile of 
what appears to be black stove wood cut 
in irregular lengths. But it is something 
else. It is a carload of petrified wood, 
pieces of trees and branches of trees tak- 
en from a coal mine in New Mexico. 
That pile of petrified stove wood in the 
back yard, while it paralyzes his neigh- 
bors, is the true proof of scientific devo- 


stion with Beehler. 


Beehler talked to the Sunday Post 
Dispatch of the bones at Kimmswick. He 


said; 
By C, W. BEEHLER. 


HAVE been interested in this sub- 
| ject all my life. I have known of the 

bones at Kimmswick a long time and 
wanted to dig them out long before I be- 
gan. Their presence there has been 
known more or less for more than 50 
years, for they stuck out of the hillside 


and could-easily be seen. | 
Three years ago I went to Fritz Mil-

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ler, who owns the farm. He gave meé @ 
lease on the bluff and permission to get 
the bones. I can have the lease a thou- 
sang years if I want it. 

In the digging I have done 
I have found the remains of 
the mastodon, mammoth, megotherium, 
bear, deer, elk, tapir, peccary, ox, beaver, 
groundhog, mouse and many other ro- 
dents. The mastodon is most numerots. 
I should say there must be many hun- 
dreds of these in the-hill, for we have 
found several score already and have dug 
but a small part of the deposit, The mam- 
moth is not so numerous. I do not be- 
lieve they were as numérous in life as 
the mastodon. The megotherium is rare. 
I have found only his teeth, but expect 
to find more of him further in. The ox is 
not numerous, but there are a great many 
skeletons of deer, moose, beavers, bears 
and many of the lesser animals. I have 
600 teeth of the mastodon and mammoth 
and have many tusks. eThere are bones 
enough to put up a procession of skele- 
tons, but I have never attempted this. 
It is a fine art to set up the skeleton of 
one of these big beasts, for the bones afte 
easily broken after exposure to the air. 

I have found some of the bones of the 
Florida mastodon. When Prof. Lucas of 
the Smithsonian Institution was here he 
expressed great interest in the discovety 
of Florida mastodon bones at Kimms- 
wick. It was something new to have 
found the bones of this little mastodon, 
who was much smaller than the ordinaty 
mastodon and mammoth, so far up in the 
continent. I have also found the head oi 
an ox which is not known to Prof. Lucas, 
and he is an expert upon fossil cautle. 


What I want to do is to keep these 
Kimmswick  discovefies in St. Louis. 
That is the reason J will not let Chicago 
and Washington have them. Lhe finest 
mastodon skeleton in the world stands in 
the British Museum at Lonaon, It came 
from Missouri. Dr. Koch of St. Louis 
found it and sold it to the British gov- 
ernment. This specimen should have 1é€- 
mained in Missouri, Such things should 
be shown at the Louisiana Fair, This is 
what I propose to do with the Kimms- 
wick bones. If I can get all the skeletons 
that are in the hill I can make a dispiay 
of old animals that -will beat anything 
the world ever saw. I have spent much 
of my Own money in the work that has 
been done at Kimmswick and nothing 
has been sold. Some things have been 
Stolen, but with few exceptions every- 
thing we have found has been saved. 

Some of the people who have been fete 
think I am not the petson to have charge 
of the digging.- I had a proposition trom 
Washington University. The university 
people wanted some of the Kimmswick 
bones, but they would not agtee to let 
me have charge of the digging, and the 
deal fell through. I want to superintend | 
what digging is done. : 

Just to show you how people want 
some of these bones I will tell you of 
my experience with Prof. Farrington of 
the Field Museum at Chicago. He came 
down here and visted the hill. When he 
went home he took some of my bones 
with him. I went straight to Chicago 
and walked into the museum. I found my 
bones. They were on exhibition. I went 
into the office and said to Farrington:° 

“I see you have some o. my bones, 
Farrington?” 

He said he guessed not and asked me 
to wait for him for a moment. He went 
out and I suspected he was taking my 
bones out of sight. When he came in [I 
went out to see, and, sure enough, he had 
moved them away. Well, I never got a 
cent for them bones. They finally told

By the formation of this trust John D. 
Rockefeller, through the ,various trusts, 
will be able to utilize the animal from the 
pasture to the consumer. 

His cattle trust will control the supply 
of beef in the United States and abroad. 

His railroad trust, which will carry the 
cattle to the great abattoirs, will take the 
lion share of the profits of raising them— 
the vitals, as it were. j 

When slaughtered the bones and blood 
will be utilized by his fertilizer trust. 

The leather trust, which Rockeféller and 
his son control, will use the hides. 

His glue trust will make a profit on the 
horns and hoofs. 

His shipping trust will take the flesh and 
add another nickle to the cost to the con- 
sStmer. 

His money trust will market all the prof- 
it which accrues out of all the other trusts. 

The consolifation of big steamship lines 
now being effected, and in which Rockefcl- 
ler is a controlling factor, will enable him 
to gain ‘still more profit from the cattle in- 
dustry when his ships carry cattle across 
the Atlantic, cither on the hoof or in quar- 
ters, for the European market. 

In spite of this Mr. Rockefeller is very 
popular with his neighbors at his country 
resideneg in Poeantico Hills, where he is 
monarcl of all he surveys from his veranda. 

For’ by virtue of purchases he has just 
made and others which he js contemplating, 
Mr. Rockefeller now practically owns the 
village of Pocantico Hills and large tracts 
of historic Sleepy Hollow, to say nothing of 
the hundreds of acres of meadow and wood- 
land surrounding his residence. 

In fact the villagers here credit Mr. Rocke- 
feller with the ambition of becoming a true 
lord of the countryside, to look upon them 
as on persons living. on his bounty and to 
transform the woods and pastures into a 
private park, with golf links and artificial 
lakes. But, far from objecting to the am- 
bitions of Mr. Rockefeller, the countryfolk 
seem to be quite willing to play tenants to 
the.landed proprietor so long as he pays the 
price. 

On the west side of Bedford road, the 
main thoroughfare of Pocantico Hills, Mr. 
Rockefeller ‘has bought four houses and 
the village smithy, With several acres of 
lowland back of them, from William Town- 
send, for $15,000. - Beyond this property he 
has acquired the estate of John Briggs, a 
Tarrytown butcher, consisting of four 
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acres of land on which stand two old while 


dwellings. 

With the exception of the Church of the 
Magdalene, the vHlage lyceum and tavern 
and several !solated pieces of property, Mr. 
Rockefeller owns all there is of Pocantico 
Hills. He is the proprietor of the village 
grocery and the blacksmith shop, and what- 
ever other industry the village contains ex- 
ists only on the patronage of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's employes. 

There were rumors, when Mr. Rockefeller 
completed his purchases, thaf he intended 
to tear down the houses on his land and 
transform the entire village into a park. 
These stories are laughed at, however, by 
his own tenants. 

“Why,’’ said Michael Murphy, the black- 
smith, ‘Mr. Rockefeller’'s superintendent 
says he’s golag to spend money in fitting up 
my place to make me comfortable.” 

Supt. Hemingway, who has @harge of 
Mr. Rockefeller’s estate, laughed’ at the 
Stories that Mr. Rockefeller was going to 
absorb the village and drive the residents 
from their homes, 

“Mr. Rockefeller wants people to come 
here,’ said Mr. Hemingway. ‘He hasn't 
torn down a single house he has bought. 
wach place, no matter how dilapidated ‘its 
condition, has been rebuilt or remodeled. 
Over on the opposite hil, he bought the old 
Crawford house, where slaves were kept a 
hundred years ago. Even that has been ren- 
ovated and made a comfoftable dwelling 
place. 

“He spends more money in building public 
roads than does the township. He has built 
the Gory Brook road and has graded the 
Bedford road all the way to Tarrytown. In

Marvelous as was Marcus Daly's rise 
from poverty to affluence, evén more muar- 
Velous has” been the rise of this man 
Rogers. Daly gréw up among mines and 
minérs, and all:his childhood was an ap- 
prenticeship in the business that eventu- 
dily- made him_rich and famous. He 
never did any other work for a living than 
mining. Rogers, like Daly, was early 
thrown upon his own resources. Like Daly 
aiso he comes from poor and humble stock. 
Unlike Daly he has striven in many fields 
of commercial enterprise, and from each of 
them he has exacted the toil that only 
success awards. He is mighty in many 
ways. Daly was mighty only in.one. 

Hialfa century ago Henry H. Rogers was 
@& newsboy. He sold papers for.a living on 
the streets of New Bedford, Mass., then the 
home port of a great fleet of American 
whalers. That was before the days of oil 
wells, and in the heyday of the sperm otf 
(rage. Knoeking around among the whal- 
ers and oil refiners it is not unlikely that 
yobng Rogers early acquired a profound 
respect for oil as an irticle of commerce: 
perhaps he may even then have engaged 
im mental speculation as to what would be 
qhe standMfg and wealth of the man who 
could successfully corner the oil supply of 
the world, for he openly and frankly says 
he haa alWays been in favor ,of the 
binations which we now call trusts.

in those days that there is now, and the 
profitg. did mot meet the requirements of 
young Rogers.

All the world may contemplate the beauty

To some minds it may seem a 
well, startling—that the chatelaine of the 
chancellerie dignified with memories of 
Bismarck should have unveiled her most 
fntimate charms for the perpetual delecta- 
tion of posterity, but that point of view 
Goes not take into account the immense 
vogue of the great colorist at the period 
of his highest power. 

Makart was something more than a 
fashion.

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Admiral Makaroff’s Ice 


Crusher “Ermack” as 
Described by Him 
in Interview

OST remarkable of all polar expedi- 

M tions, and in many respects. the 

most carefully conceived, will be 

the one that is to start from St. Petersburg 
next June. 

To suggest a new method for reaching 
the pole is in itself a feat worthy of at- 
tention. 

Peary and the Duke of the Abruzzi with 
their dog sledges, Nansen with his drifting 
ship and Andree with his ill-fated balloon 
would seem to have exhausted the list of 
possibilftiés. But this newest scheme is 
unique as well as bold in design. It con- 
templates neither using nor avoiding the 
foe that forms the great barrier before the 
goal of all polar research. It is nothing less 
than a plan to break a path through this 
encircling zone of ice with the strongest 
and strangest ship that ever was built. 

The plan is a Russian one. It was orig- 
{nated by a distinguished Russian com- 
mander, Vice-Admiral Makaroff, of the im- 
perial navy. It will be undertaken bv a 
Russian ship, the famous ice-breaker ‘Er- 
mack. It will be carried out with Russian 
thoroughnéss and nobody need be greatly 
surprised if Russia wins the coveted honor 
for which the representatives of many na- 
tions have striven—the distinction of being 
the first tp reach latitude 90 degrees north. 

At the very begining it may be said, 
therefore, that the Ermack is no ordinary 
vessel. She is extraordinary in every re- 
spect. Her sides are 15 times as strong as 
those of the usual commercial! steel ship.

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In the building of the E*mack this idea 
was kept steadily in mind. Speed, beauty 
and carrying capacity all were sacrificed to 
strength. As Admiral Makaroff said to me 
in explaining this point: “It is impossible 
to make a ship too strong to deal with the 
ice. Even the Ermack is not so strong as I 
should wish her to be, although she can 
charge anything smaller than an iceberg 
without danger of serious injury.’’ 


At that time the Ermack had just re- 
turned from a voyage of 200 miles through 
the frozen Arctic. She had cut her way 
through solid ice 14 feet in thickness and 
through heaped-up or “hummocky” ice of 
more than twice that depth. 


At that time her commander was super- 
intending a few little alterations intended 
to fortify the walls of the vessel, and this 
year she is being still further strengthened, 
so that by the time she is called upon to 
undertake the supreme test of polar navi- 
gation, next spring, she will be as nearly 
perfect as human ingenuity and skill can 
make her. 


It is worth while to take a glance at the 
construction of thiS unusual vessel to form 
an estimate of the power which she @¢an 
master for her battles with the Ice. 

As she lies in the water she is an odd- 
looking affair, with her blunt, rounded bow 
and: her extraordinary beam of 71 feet, 
which is nearly twice what it would be for 
an ocean liner of her length—#02 feet, It is 
when she is in drydock, however, that one 
can best see how extraordinary a departure 
she presents from the accepted lines of ship 
construction. She appears top-heavy, for 
her bow, stern and sides dre all cut away 
sharply to her keel; In the case of the bow 
the slant is 70 degrees. 

Most surprising in appearance of all the 
extraordinary, features of the vessel is 4 
forward propeller in addition to the three 
at her stern. This fore propeller is an 
American invention which Admiral Maka- 
rot! has adopted. Its purpose is to reduce 
the resistance of the ice by sucking away 


the water underneath it. The device has 
been found very effeetive in dealing with 
ordinary ice, but in the great thicknesses 
which are encountered in the Arctic it was 
discovered to be a hindrance rather than an 
aid, and, therefore, when the Ermack starts 
on her voyage toward the pole it will be 
unshipped and stored on board. 

Inside, the vessel is as unusual as she is 
in her external appearance. She has a 
double skin throughout, the outside one 
composed of steel plates an inch and a 
quarter thick, and the inner one of about 
half this thickness. She has a double deck 
also, and even a double set of cabin sky- 
lights, so that she really is two ships, one 
inclosed within the other. The two walls 
of the vessel are firmly braced by steel sup- 
ports, and the apace between them is di- 
vided into 48 water-tight compartments ex- 
tending entirely around the ship. Although 
the largest of her class, the Ermack is not 
remarkable for size when compared with 
some of the Atlantic vessels, having a dis- 
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placement of about 8000 tons, but she is a 
brawny antagonist, for she pos@esses 4 
driving strength of 10,000 horse power dis- 
tributed between four independent engines. 

The effect of these various provisions is 
to make it practically impossible to dis- 
able the Ermack or to sink her. Even 
though one of her engines were disabled, 
she would still have three-fourths of her 
driving power. If her sides should be 
pierced by some tremendous collision the 
damage would be localized by the posses- 
gion of so many water-tight bulkheads. In 
fact, when the Ermack was first built her 
buoyancy was tested by filling all of her 
compartments with water. She settled a 
little, but floated as serenely as before. If, 
by any complication of troubles, ahof the 
Ermack’s engines were put out of com- 
mission, and the ice closed in upon her, her 
frame would not be crushed as would that 
of the ordinary steel ship. Her sloping sides 
would prevent that. As the pressure be- 
came greater—and freezing ice can exert & 
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tremendous pressure—she would simply rise 
out of the water antil at length she would 
rest upon the surface of the ice. 

The manner in which the Ermack makes 
her way through the ice affords the most 
interesting demonstration of power that 
can be witnessed. She does not break out 
a pathway for herself by charging directly 
against the ice and thus encountering its 
greatest Fesistance. Where ice freezes to a 
thickness of three fathoms or more this 
would be a hopeless attempt. . 

The plan of attack adopted by the Er- 
mack is suggested by her slanting bow, 
When she is driven against the ice this 
bow, striking its edge at a tangent, rises 
slowly upon it. As the engines urge her for- 
ward the bow advances further and furthey 
upon the icefield until sheer weight causes 
it to break through. Nine hundred tons is 
the tremendous weight which the ship can 
throw upon the Ice in its attempt to crush 
it, and, if this Is not sufficient, her engines 
can add 200 tons more to the pressure by 


pumping water into the bow compartments. 
This tremendous weight of 1100 tons has 
been found sufficient to break through any 
ice that the Ermack has thus far encoun- 
tered, and she has made her way through 
what:are probably the heaviest fields to be 
found anywhere in the Arctic. 

The plan which Admiral Makaroff has in 
mind for reaching the pole is based upon 
his experience in navigating the Arctic. As 
he relag-d it to'me on the occasion of my 
recent visit to the Ermack, it is as fol- 
lows: 

He will enter the region of perpetual ice 
to the north of Siberia, probably a little to 
the eastward of Franz Josef Land. The 
Spitzbergen region will be avoided because 
the east Greenland current encountered 
there carries the ice over against the coast 
of Greenland, and enormously increases its 
pressure. By starting In further eastward 
it is hoped to take advantage of the current 
setting toward the pole, which will be of 
some assistance to the progress of the ice- 
breaker. It is the opinion of Admiral Mak- 
aroff that the ice in this region is not 80 
thick. or not so compressed as to the west- 
ward. 

The course to be followed will have a 
westward trend, but will be governed large- 
ly by the currents and ice which are en- 
countered. It is likely that, as the pole 
neared, progress will become less difficult, 
for the reason that the slowly moving field 


will not exert so tremenduus a pressur@c 
here as it does further south. ;

Her discharge was dated in December.

STHER VANCE, daughter of a former sand dollars, bat made off to the eastward, 


crossing the American river some fifty 
miles above Sacramento, where furthe! 
trace of them was for the time lost. A few 
days later Jerome Lincglin, a private bank- 
er in San Francisco, and als@a director 
in the Bank of California, received by post 
all the bank checks and drafts which had 
been taken from the train. The enclosure 
had \been posted at Marysville, was ad- 
dressed in a flowing female hand, was 
neatly done up and sealed with a curious 
stamp, representing a female shooting down 
a man with a pistol and carrying the Span- 
ish inscription, ‘‘La Vengadora’’ (feminine 
form of The Avenger). 

The trail was taken up at Marysville and 
it was found that Bud Vance and Esther, 
accompanied by a “‘greaser,’’ had stopped 
at the hotel for two days; that the woman 
was shot in the arm, a trifling wound, and 
the Mexican was badly hit in the leg. Ur. 
Wilcox, who attended them, identified 
Esther by the description given of her. The 
Mexican had gone away on the stage and 
had arrived at Sacramento, where he final- 
ly disappeared and has never since been 
heard of, at least in a way to identify him. 

Then a number of train robberies oc- 
curred chiefly on the line of the Central 
Pacific road and principally in the Sierras. 
The method of these was varied, but the 
description of the persons concerned was 
repeated and the figure and identity of 
Esther Vance began to take form in all of 
them. That a woman took part in these 
exploits is well known, for, in female attire, 
she made no special effort to conceal her- 
self, as one instanee on the Denver & Rio 
Grande Salt Lake City express will show. 
The evening train westward was just pull- 
ing into Colorado Springs when a man and 
woman drove up on a ouckboard with a 
jarge case containing an enormous dog. 
The woman hailed the agent and prepaid 
the express charges on the dog to Salt 
Lake. She attended the box to the car door 
and handed the express messenger a five- 
dollar gold piece. 

‘Take good care of my dog, won’t you?’’ 
she said. “IT will send him somgthing to 
eat on the tratn—at Marsha]l Pass, say— 
and give him water, won’t you””’ 

At Marshall Pass a man appeared at the 
car door with some meat and a pan of 
water. ‘TIT reckon I had better feed him 
myself,”’ he said. ‘‘He’s rather fierce.’’ And 
thus he gained admission to the car. The 
pan would not go into the box and the 
stranger began with a knife to cut a larger 
opening for it. In the meantime the train 
started and the messenger told his visitor 
he must leave the car. ‘‘In just a moment,”’ 
was the reply, and as the messenger walked 
back to open the door to give him exit the 
stranger fired upon and shot him fatally in 
the neck. He then admitted his accom- 
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form, and leisurely looted the car. Then 
two of them passed through the train and 
deliberately robbed every passenger. One of 
those who gathered the watches and money 
was told by the other to let the women 
alone. ‘“‘Not at all,’”’ was the scoffing re- 
tort. “They don’t need the money they 
never earned and can get more the same 
way.” 

This person is supposed to have been Es- 
ther Vance, and there is some reason 10 
think it was she also who shipped the dog, 
entered the sleeping car, changed her dress 
to a man’s apparel and shot the messenger. 
Cy Warman, in one of his thrilling railroad 
fictions, has told this story, with embel- 
lishments, locating the scene on the line of 
the Atchison, Tepeka & Santa Fe road, 
while the facts so far as known are here 
accurately told. At that time the rail- 
roads were sharply competing for passen- 
ger traffic, which was adversely affected 
by the reports of. train robberies, and the 
full story did not at once gain currency. 
The robbers finally stopped the train where 
they had horses, and accompanied by the 
dog passed into the Wasatch Mountains. 
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Esther was next heard of in Honolulu, 
where she spent some time visiting the 
Hawaiian Islands, it was said, in search 
of health, and finally taking up residence 
for some months at Hilo. She was then 
accompanied by an elderly woman, Who 
spoke only Spanish, and her behaviog &at- 
tracted no especial attention. She rode on 
horseback a great deal, visited the missi@n- 
aries and was regarded with some interest. 
In her subsequent trial she attempted to 
prove an alibi by calling witnesses from 
Hilo, but their dates would not fit and this 
effort was a failure. Her husband was not 
with S=r. 

In 1887, on the night of the 12th of July, 
the Beowawe stage, with passengers and 
mail, broke down ima shallow ford througn 
Stony Creek. At the same time two horse- 
men rode up and volunteered to aid the 
driver. They rode alongside of the stage 
and taking the passengers on the croup of 
their saddles carried them to dry land.

His com- 
panion deliberately cut open the mail 
pouches, opened the letters and stowed 
their valuable contents in his poncho. 
Neither of the robbers wore a mask, but 
both had long. black beards, which were 
afterwards found to be false and were used 
for purpose of disgujge.

ILLIAM JACKSON SPINNEY, 
lad of this place, has been in a 
hypnotic state for nearly a month 
and cannot be afoused. The strange part 
about it is that young Spinney hypnotized 
himself, and experts in medicine and hyp- 
notism say the boy alone can rescue him- 


self from the trance-like state he is in. 
Spinney is 17 years old, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph W. Spinney of 133 Ash- 
burnham street, this city. Prof. Flint, a 
Massachusetts physician, who has been in- 
terested in hypnotism. for several years, 
came to Fitchburg four. weeks ago and 
gave exhibitions in Whitney's Opera House. 
The meetings were crowded. The young 
people went wild over some of his remark- 
able performances. A dozen boys offered 
themselves as subjects for hypnotic sugges- 
tion, and among them was Spinney. Prof.

Spinney was Interested in hypnotism from 
the first and felt badly because he was not 
a “subject.” He attended every gathering 
and spent most of his time during the day 
practicing on his boy companions. He suc- 
ceeded in hypnotizing several and was 
elated. One of the boys went to sleep in 
a doorway under the influence of his fixed 
gaze and the waving of his hand. Then 
Spinney told the boy that he was a ball, 
and the boy curled himself up in a wad 
and rolled along the ground. 

His success in this and other cases caused 
him t® procure ‘books and spend a great 
deal of time studying the acience. He talked 
mesmerism to his mother and elder brother 
constantly and tried to influence them. 

On the day that Prof. Flint went away 
from Fitchburg Spinney had a bad head- 
ache and asked him to try and cure it, 
They were together in the opera house, and 
Prof. Flint passed his hands over the lad's 


forehead and told him that his head had

And it had. 

But when he went out of the building and 
it was noticed that he 
acted strangely. He stopped and tried to 
mesmerize every one he met. Stopping a 
young boy on the walk he seized his head 


and rubbed it, saying: ‘‘You are blind!” 
The lad began to stagger and grope along 
the street. Spinney laughed wildly and, 
snapping his fingers, brought him out of it. 

That night at his brothé@r’s house Spin- 
ney conceived the idea that he could hyp- 
notize himself. He is a fair-skinned, blue- 
eyed, brown-haired lad, and intensely nerv- 
ous and energetic. Placing himself in front 
of a looking glass he gazed into his own 
eyes and rubbed his forehead, repeating: 
“You can bend over backward and it will 
not hurt you.’’ Then he tried it, and sure 
enough he bent backward till he touched 
the floor with his hands. Then he stood up 
and deliberately fell over backward and 
struck his head on the floor. His mother 
and father wére in the room and tried to 
stop him. They could not hold him, and 
the heavy blows on his head did not seem 
to hurt him. Then he would suggest that 
one of his legs was made of wood, and 
would stick pins in it to show that it was 
numb, and would walk stiff-legged. 

In the following few days the family be- 
came alarmed. He was not quiet for a 
second, Whatever thought came into his 
mind he would instantly start to put it in 
action, showing, as Prof. Flint said after- 
ward, that he had hypnotized himself and 
that he made his own “‘suggestions.”’ 

One of the books He had procured told 
how to hynotize one’s self and how no one 
else could bring him out of it. He was 
sitting in the kitchen reading and making 
passes at himself when his mother became 
exasperated and put thé books In the fire. 
She is sorry now. Perhaps the books would 
have told how to bring him out. 

He sat still for qa while and then. disap- 
peared. It was 10 o'clock that night, after 
everyone had retired, that Mrs. Spinney 
discovered that he was not in the house. 
The family turned out and hunted the 
house and the barn, but did not find him. 
At 12 o'clock Alexander King of Cleghorn, 
two miles from West Fitchburg, brought 
the boy home. He had been found at that 
village in an excited state of mind. He had 
gone into a front yard and broken a pane 
of glass from a window and was sawing 
his right index finger off on the broken 
glass to show that it did not hurt him. 

When surrounded and captured he could 
not give his name, but said that he was 
Jesus, and had come to that village to see 
his father, God. Kindly people took the 
lad in and finally Mr. King walked with 
&im to this city, the boy, showing him 


down the street 
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where he lived. When the door of the 
kitehen was opened Spinney threw himself 
upon the floor and began to pray. Two 
days he was possessed of the idea that he 
wa. the Savior. Then the idea left him 
altogether. 

But the strangest thing about this self- 
hypnotic was that on Tuesday of the week 
he became unsettled he had an argument 
with his father in which he alleged that it 
was not necessary to sleep. He said that if 
he simply told himself that he didn’t need 
to sleep he would not sleep. 

To prove this he made passes before his 
face and repeated: “‘You do not need to 
sleep! You do not need to sleep.’’ And he 
has not slept a wink for the last three 
weeks. 

Mr. Spinney became alarmed at his son’s 
condition and consulted with the city mar- 
shal. A telegram was sent to Prof. Flint, 
who came at once. 

“You hypnotized him, and now bring him 
out of it,"" said the father. 

Prof. Flint found the boy in bed, cheeks 
flushed, nerve rigid, eyes set and‘ staring. 

“He is under the hypnotic spell, all 
right,"’ said he. But when Flint tried to 
bring him out of it he had no more effect 
on him than he would on a piece of stone. 

“J did not hypnotize him, for if I had I

Tuesday night a much lighter dose of 
morphine was given him, and he seemed to 
rest all night, but it is believed that he did 
not become unconscious. His mind seems 
constantly awake.

tude, his body apparently asleep, but his 
mind obeying the command not to sleep. 
It is the opinion of the physictan that in 
time this state ‘will wear itself out and he 
will emerge from it himself again. 

But he is growing thin. He eats hardly 
anything. Thursday he made some pretense 
at eating.
